Tuesday evening, October 13th (I 
wish to record the date), I saw a 
young road runner, the first I have 
seen on the desert. That may sound 
strange to you, but have you seen a 
young roadrunner? 
Possibly what 
you thought was a roadrunner was 
really a Leconte thrasher which is 
often mistaken for the young road­ 
runner. 
The young bird appeared 
to be just as wise as its elders and 
seemed to possess the same humor­ 
ous outlook upon life. 


If you are interested in looking 
for things that are rare, try find­ 
ing a seedling creosote bush. So 
far I 
have not found one, 
neither have I met a single per­ 
son who has seen one. 


The individuals of the known 
world’s flora have 
been 
classified 
into families, genera, and 
species, 
but sometimes in the light of addi­ 
tional information an individual is 
reclassified which may bring to it a 
new name. In some of the plantings 
about desert homes is found an 
exotic palm generally 
known 
as 
Cocos plumosa. 
It has 
been 
re­ 
classified and placed in another genus 
thus acquiring a new genus name, 
so now when this palm is called 
Cocos plumosa the incorrect name is 
used. 


I have just received a booklet 
from D r. L. H. Bailey in which 
he discusses some of the palms, 
among which is this palm. 
Its 
new name is Arecastrum Ro- 
manzoffianum. 
This is not so 
euphonious as Cocos plumos; 
there is something in the pro­ 
nunciation of Cocos plumosa 
that allows the name to roll 
from the tongue easily, almost 
glibly, but if we are to be cor­ 
rect we must now call this palm 
Arecastrum Romanzoff i a n u m 
w-hich is not a difficult name if 
one practices a few times, as it 
is pronounced as spelled; 
the 
species name is in honor of a 
Russian Count by the name of 
Romanoff; just add the “ianum.” 


In th e g o o d o ld days ex p ed itio n s 
of scientific nature were sent out 
much as today by individuals, insti­ 
tutions, universities and museums. 
Count Romanzoff sponsored an ex­ 
pedition in the early nineteenth cen­ 
tury and it was this group of men 
that discovered the palm in Brazil. 
However, in 1860 William Jackson 
Hooker described the palm, giving 
it the name of Cocos plumosa, which 
name came into wide spread usage. 


But to quote from Dr. Bailey’s 
booklet, “Hooker was unaware 
that his palm had been describ­ 
ed and figured thirty-eight years 
earlier as Cocos Romanzoffiana 
by the 
poet - botanist 
Louis 
Charles Adelbert von Chamisso 
in the w’ork Picturesque Voy­ 
age written by Louis Choris 
who was artist of a memorable 
journey. 
Chamisso and Choris 
were members of the O tto von 
Kotzebue 
Russian 
expedition 
around the world that was fitted 
out by Count Nikolai Petrovitch 
Romanzoff to visit far 
away 
lands and to explore the Bering 
Sea. 
In the party also were 
Eschscholtz as physician, and 
Wormskiold the Dane who con­ 
tributed his knowledge of travel 
and natural history. Choris in­ 
troduces his book with a por­ 


trait of Count Romanzoff.” 
“The Palm was discovered on the 
island of Santa Catharina, southern 
Brazil, in December, 1815. 
The ex­ 
pedition sailed from Kronstadt, Rus­ 
sia, on July 30th of that year, reach­ 
ed Chili in February, 1816, and San 
Francisco in October, 1816. 
It came 
to an end on August 3, 1818, when 
the two-masted brig Rurik anchored 
in the Neva at St. Petersburg, in 
front of Count Romanzoff’s palace.” 


W hat grand times the mem­ 
bers of these early expeditions 
had; a virgin botanical field in 
which to explore and return 
with seeds of strange plants to 
plant in the European botanical 
gardens; new species to describe; 
and the adventures in strange 
lands where white man had not 
disturbed nature. The best we 
can do today is to follow in their 
footsteps but the way is all 
charted and signed; the 
next 
best thing we can do is to read 
accounts of these expeditions. 
If you have not found some of 
these old books you are missing 
tales of adventure that go back 
into time when traveling was a 
hazardous feat. It is from the

INDIANS REPLY 


TO CHARGES IN 


FEDERAL SUIT 


The L os A ngeles Tim es on T uesday 
told of a suit filed by Mrs. G enevieve 
P. St. M arie of the local reservation 
in Los A ngeles in the court of U nited 
States D istrict Judge Stephens. 
Said 
the T im es: 


"The plaintiff and her faction con­ 
tend th ey have been denied incom e 
from th eir allotm ent of the 
30,000 
acres in the reservation situated in 
and bordering the desert w inter re­ 
sort. 
M rs. St. Marie told the court 
that the $30 a m onth incom e from her 
acreage, which has been leased 
to 
Frank 
Courtem ancht 
for 
a 
picnic 
grounds has been paid the tribal com ­ 
m ittee instead of to her. 


"Word leaked into the testim on y that 
an offer of $1,500,000 has been m ade 
for the 30,000 acres with a plan in 
view to m oving the Indians a couple 
of m iles farther into the desert 
and 
giving them the incom e from the pur­ 
chase price of their present holdings. 


"At the close of the court day, Judge 
Stephens, through an interpreter, Mrs. 
Ramalda Taylor, speaking the Cahuilla 
langauge, told the Indian delegation to 
return to their reservation confident 
that the U nited S tates 
governm ent 
will look out for their interests.

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NEW GOLD STANDARD 
When France devaluated the franc the other 
day it started something. 
The United States has gone on a “new gold 
standard” under an agreement with Great Brit­ 
ain and France, designed to aid further stabiliza­ 
tion of world currencies. 
Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., said the agreement is designed to stim­ 
ulate foreign trade and stabilize international ex­ 
change by routing international money specula­ 
tors.The agreement will permit an exchange of 
gold for the conversion of paper currencies of the 
individual countries. The three nations will co­ 
operate in establishment of exchange price of gold 
from day to day, Morgenthau said. 
"This agreement,” Morgenthau said, “repre­ 
sents a divorcement of control of exchange mar­ 
kets from the few individual international specu­ 
lators. Responsible governments of the people 
will now cooperate to assure a minimum of ex­ 
change fluctuation.” 
In agreeing to the proposal, Morgenthou said, 
the "big three” monetary powers each reserve 
the right to cancel it on 24 hours notice, if any of 
them find it adversely affects internal prosperity. 
Morgenthau set the price for gold for yester­ 
day at $35 per fine ounce, plus one quarter of 1 
per cent for handling charge. He will consult the 
other participants before announcing the price 
each day. 
The new plan, Morgenthau said, differs from 
the old gold standard in that it will permit the ex­ 
port or earmarking of gold only to and between 
governments, instead of private business institu­ 
tions and traders. 
The agreement carries a step further the re­ 
cent tri-party “gentlemen’s agreement” between 
the same nations for currency equilibrium to re­ 
vitalize international trade and keep internation­ 
al currencies on an even keel. 
Trade will be promoted and money specula­ 
tors routed, Morgenthau said, through the placing 
of the three powers’ combined $4,350,000,000 stab­ 
ilization or equalization funds behind a pledge to 
exchange gold for their own currencies. 
He said American business men were "being 
upset” by the currency realignments in France 
and other European nations in recent weeks, and 
that the latest step was taken to eliminate the 
“risk to foreign exchange from their calculations.” 
The United States now has $10,979,000,000 
of the world’s total of $21,000,000,000 in gold 
stocks. Imports during the past year of $1,500,­ 
000,000 have endangered currencies of other na­ 
tions.Under the new plan, none of this gold may 
be shipped to any country except England and 
France. Other countries, however, may come 
into the agreement, and thus be permitted to par­ 
ticipate in the exchange of gold. 


SOMETHING TO WORRY ABOUT-

in an address at a recent meeting. 
“Apaches now eat starchy foods instead of 
game and ape the manners and customs of the 
white man, he says. 
"It does seem to upset our pre-conceived no­ 
tions to think of Apache braves going strong for 
the breakfast foods.”

Although Southern California pays 
more than half of the state taxes and 
has more than half of the state’s pop­ 
ulation. it has been sadly neglected 
by the California state park system.

TAX DELINQUENCY 
CUT 50 PER CENT 
IN THIS COUNTY 


R iverside county tax delinquencies 
h av e been cu t more th an 50 per cent. 
T h e w orst year in th e history of the 
county 
was 
in 1932, 
according 
to 
C ounty A uditor Ray Hicks. 
In 1932 
tax delinquencies totaled $785,300.85 
ag ain st total county charges of 
$3,­ 
528,123. 
T he percentage 
of 
delin­ 
quency in th a t black year was 22.58 
per cent, Mr. Hicks declared. 
Evidencing complete recovery and 
a re tu rn to better than normal in Riv­ 
e rsid e county, the year 1935-36 show­ 
ed tax delinquencies of 10.54 per cent. 
T his iigure is based on total charges 
of $2,974,2S2.35 and a tax delinquency 
of $313,343.81. 
“In the p ast two years," Mr. Hicks 
declared “M ore than $350,000 in tax 
delinquencies were liquidated by prop­ 
e rty owners, taking advantage of state 
law s th at perm itted redem ption 
of 
p ro p e rty w ithout penalty. 
1932 was 
th e w orst y ear in th e history of the 
county and this year already shows 
it will rank among th e best, with a 
delinquency 
lower 
th a n 
the 
boom 
y e a rs of 1925, 1926 an d 1927.” 
R edem ption of property, Mr. Hicks 
pointed out, despite sta te laws m ak­ 
ing it easy, would h av e been impos­ 
sible if the income of property owners 
had no t been m aterially 
augm ented 
from outside sources, from vastly im­ 
proved business conditions, and from 
a greatly increased earning 
power 
due to more em ploym ent and better 
tim es. 
County Tax Collector C. R. Stibbens 
also announced a slash in the R iver­ 
side school d istrict ta x rate. 
R iver­ 
side city taxes are cu t from $1.14 to 
$1.06, school taxes from $1.63 to $1.60 
and county taxes from $1.52 to $1.40. 
T h e re is no increase in assessed val­ 
uation.

W ater district continues to in sist on 
speed for the Coachella lateral canal, 
dirt will he flying on this line before 
another year. 
W e hope so, and every­

feels th e same way about it. 
W ith 
the canals in operation and the power 
developm ents th at are to go w ith it, 
the last of the great Colorado river 
projects will be finished. 
Construc­ 
tion of Boulder Dam ivas the begin­ 
ning of a 
com prehensive 
program 
which has led to the building of the 
Colorado River aqueduct, 
All-Amer­ 
ican canal and insuring abundance of 
w ater for irrigation and dom estic pur­ 
poses and im m unity from flood and 
drought in the future. 
Coachella has 
title to a share of the Colorado river 
water. 
Until the canal is built up 
that way ranchers cannot cash In on 
It. It is good to see the engineers get­ 
ting the work started.—Brawley News.

W ith drought-stricken sta le s adding 
new m igrations to C alifornia it is ap­ 
parent th at this state will he besieged 
by thousands of "settlers" this com­ 
ing w inter. 
Many of these 
people 
would not come had it not been for 
adversity in their hom e states. 
“Sorry, you have a cold, we can't 
let you come into C alifornia.” 
T here’s no such law as yet but it's 
no secret th a t interests close to the 
state adm inistration have been delv­ 
ing into th e constitutionality 
of 
a 
statu te which would perm it th e state 
to bar undesirable tran sien ts, osten 
sibly upon th e ground of protecting 
public health. 
Back of it all is the terrific problem 
created by the influx of the penniless. 
Los A ngeles county bears the brunt 
of this burden, but it constitutes an 
acute situation during w inter m onths 
throughout the southern p art of the 
state and is felt to a lesser extent in 
northern areas. 
Lust session a bill introduced by 
Assem blym an Redwlne and Jones to 
bar the en try of "paupers and vaga­ 
bonds” passed the house and made 
progress in th e senate and then was 
abandoned when the federal author­ 
ities, sub rosa, made representations 
against it and agreed to help financial­ 
ly in the care of the tran sien t desti­ 
tu te and to provide funds for re tu rn ­ 
ing great num bers of them to their 
homes in o th er states. 


The bill authorized and directed the 
governor to set up a border force to 
guard the state against illegal entry. 
The m easure bluntly tin te d : 
"Sec­ 
tion 2—All paupers and vagabonds, in- j 
digent persons are hereby prohibited 
from entering the state of C alifornia.” 
Some ranking law yers passed 
the 
opinion the law would stand a consti­ 
tutional test. 
There were others who 
eeriously doubted it. 
The senate thought enough of it 
to am end it three tim es and had it 
ready for the final vote when the word 
cam e 
from 
W ashington. 
California 
senators had discussed th e 
m atter 
w ith those high in the national 
ad­ 
m inistration. 
Federal co-operation was forthcom ­ 
ing as prom ised and this help contin­ 
ued for som e time. 
T hen, state offi­ 
cials say, federal enthusiasm began 
to lag. 
A fter seasonal im provem ent set in, 
th e cam paign of lightening Califor­ 
nia's tran sien t load 
was 
practically 
abandoned. 
Now it is becom ing serious again. 
Every freight train brings in from a 
dozen to several 
score 
transients. 
T here are tw o federal-state cam ps and 
a num ber of state cam ps 
but 
they 
can't begin to care for the thousands 
who 
have 
drifted 
in. 
Additional 
hordes cam e by trails and highways. 
Governor M erriam has declined to 
say w hether he is for or ag ain st a 
revival of the R edw ine-Jones bill but 
he did reveal he has been consulted, 
and it has been indicated a new m eas­ 
ure, if there-is.one, probably would be 
dressed up as a 
health 
protection 
m easure. 
One guess is as good as another 
as to w hether adequate financial aid 
from the governm ent 
would 
again 
head off enactm ent of a law to cope 
w ith the problem . 
T hree law yers of standing are said 
to have given an opinion a state has 
th e right to regulate entrance in the 
interest of public health. 
T here Is a disposition nt the capítol 
to proceed carefully and to give some 
consideration to what the 
reaction 
would be in other states. 
Some out­ 
side sources haven't taken 
any 
too 
kindly even to the sta te ’s plant quar 
an tin e set-up. 
The m ayor of Portland 
and several others, from tim e to time 
have offered som e ra th er caustic crit 
lcism . 
Supporters of the m ovem ent believe 
if other sta te s realized C alifornia's dif­ 
ficulties, th ere would be a m ore sym 
pathetic understanding. 
T here are still others who tak e a 
h ard er boiled attitude and 
m aintain 
C alifornia is entitled to protect itself 
from possible bankruptcy, petty crim e 
and the dem oralizing econom ic conse­ 
quences of the invasion, regardless of 
w hat others who, do not live here 
think. 
Som e of the adjacent states, 
they say. are and have been deliberate­ 
ly shooing th e vagrants this way— en­ 
couraging them to come to California 
even to th e ex ten t of providing gaso­ 
line.

"A careful analysis of the trends in 
sales occupancy and space rates is of 
prim e im portance in considering the 
real e state bond situation. 
“A survey discloses a tru ly rem ark­ 
able increase in these factors. 
As a

ditions It is believed th at real estate 
securities have regained d labgS por­ 
tion of th eir depression losses." 
A nother indication of im proved con­ 
ditions was seen in the report th at a 
total of 291 subdivision projects had 
been launched during the first seven 
m onths of the year as com pared with 
91 projects for a com parable period 
in 1935, according to the devision re ­ 
port.

RAMONA LIVES AND LOVES AGAIN ! 


Biggest international economic news 
in many a moon was the announce­ 
ment that France had Anally left the 
gold standard and devalued the franc, 
and that England, the United States 
and France were at last to cooperate 
in seeking to stabilize currencies. 
There are various ways of looking 
at France's long anticipated 
move. 
Critics say that currency devaluation 
is simply a dubious scheme for mak­ 
ing one dollar into two—that it 
is 
simply another word 
for 
inflation. 
England started it, Ave years ago, and 
was followed by the United 
States 
three years ago, when we changed the 
Axed price of gold from $22 to about 
$35 an ounce. 
However, the great bulk of commen­ 
tators feel that France’s action and 
the three-power stabilization compact 
are good things. 
Even such 
strong 
anti-New Dealers as Frank Kent and 
Mark Sullivan have given the Presi­ 
dent credit for authorizing the agree­ 
ment. The reasons for such approval 
are two fold: 
It is believed that stab­ 
ilized international currencies will be 
a spur to lagging world trade and 
will better the chance 
for 
keeping 
world peace. 
There are three main currency units 
in the world—the franc, the pound, 
and the dollar. Other currencies hinge 
upon one or the other of these—that 
is the purchasing power of the lire, 
the mark and other currencies is de­ 
pendent upon what happens to the 
currencies of the three great Anancial 
powers, with their tremendous gold 
reserves. 


As a result, if the franc, the pound 
and the dollar are stabilized so that 
their purchasing power in relation to 
each other does not change 
from 
time to time, as it has in the past, 
th e purchasing power of other cur­ 
rencies will likewise remain constant. 
The effect of this on the world trade 
situation is obvious. When currencies 
move up and down in their relation to 
each other, normal trade is impossible, 
for the reason that a country cannot 
carry on import and export business 
when it doesn't know what a dollar 
will buy tomorrow in England, or what 
a franc will buy next week in the 
United States. 
All during depression 
the major currencies have been sub­ 
je c te d to g re a t fluctuation — and the 
upshot is that international trade has 
stayed at a very low level, while do­ 
mestic trade in most countries 
has 
been expanding and approaching "nor­ 
mal” levels. 


The effect of currency stabilization 
on world peace, in turn, is equally ob-1 
vious. 
Cordell Hull once said that 
economic contentment is the best pre­ 
ventative of war. 
That is, countries 
which are enjoying normal and proAt- 
able commercial relations with each 
other are much less disposed to re­ 
sort to military action than countries 
which are not. No man willingly cuts 
the throat of a good customer — and 
w hat is true of individuals and indus­ 
tries is largely true of nations. 
No one, of course, expects that cur­ 
rency stabilization will 
immediately 
boom world trade, and send the na­ 
tions’ merchant marines scuttling back 
and forth across the ocean under forc­ 
ed draft to make deliveries. 
But in 
view of practically all the experts, the 
move will stimulate trade, which in 
turn will stim ulate domestic business, 
which in turn may cast some rays of 
peaceful light into the shadow of war. 
One dramatic, if relatively unim­ 
portant aspect of the agreement was 
Russia’s dumping of a million pounds 
sterling on the New York m arket 24 
hours later. 
Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury Morgenthau at once 
purchased 
this out of the $2,000,000,000 stabiliza­ 
tion fund, intimated that Russia was 
attem pting to wreck the three-power 
compact and make stabilization im­ 
possible. 
Most observers are of the 
opinion that Mr. Morgenthau exagger­ 
ated—they say that Russia certainly 
knows that a million pounds, which 
is a little less than $5,000,000, isn’t 
enough to even faintly embarrass the 
three powers.

him a strong, irrevocable contract al­ 
lowing him to sue and demand that 
the land be allotted. 
Under an old 
order it was planned In 1923 and later 
in 1927 to allot this land, but th e m a­ 
jority of the trib e opposed th e plan 
and the selections which had been 
attem pted by a sm all num ber 
were 
turned down and the m atter w as drop­ 
ped—everything show ing that th e land 
was NOT ALLOTTED. Now th is man 
comes along and he sees an oppor­ 
tunity to m ake large fees by urging 
some of the Indians to place th eir case 
in his hands. 
"Mr. Collier, the Com m issioner of 
Indian Affairs, who a t that tim e was 
not th e com m issioner, conferred with 
the local Indians and assisted us in 
opposing the allotm ent plan, and we 
w ere successful. 
Mr. Collier stands 
with us today the sam e way. * * * 


“W e have tw ice w ithin th e first 
year m ade a regular division by check 
of certain funds in our possession. We 
use the funds to assist our needy, the 
sick, in the protection and im prove­ 
m ent of our tribal 
property, 
build 
fences, keep the bath house in condi­ 
tion, fix roads, etc. 
The people whom 
he represents have 
received 
their 
share, and we have advised Superin­ 
tendent Dady, th at we are ready to 
look a fter any of our needy, and they 
all know this. 
"The court has now ruled against 
Sloan in asking th a t a certain white 
m an be removed from allotted land. 
It is NOT allotted the court, as we 
understood, ruled.
